Number of Men Failed to Report 
for Examination— Others Weic 
Transferred to Other 
Districts. 


The 
Democrat 
today publishes 
the list of Petti» county m«n select­ 
ed for military service under the 
selective conscription law. also th** 
names of those 
e x e m p t e d , 
those 
transferred to other districts and 
others unaccounted for or who en­ 
listed and departed 
before 
their 
notice ol draft was maile d to them. 
Drafted men 
should thoroughly 
understand that the action of the 
local board is not necessarily final. 
Men selected for service by the 
board here have the right of appeal 
to the district 
board, 
but 
must 
make the appeal on blanks provid 
ed for the purpose, within ten days 
from the date the local board mails 
out the notices of selection for ser­ 
vice. ‘Suitable appeal blanks may 
be obtained by calling at the exemp­ 
tion board offices 
at 
the 'co u rt 
house. 
Action of the local board in ex 
enipting those designated 
in 
the 
published list is also 
not 
neces­ 
sarily final, 
as 
the 
government, 
through an appointee, is automati­ 
cally appealing all cases exempted 
by the local board and these appeals 
will be passed on by the district 
appeal board. 
Consequently it may develop that 
selections or exemptions of the lo­ 
cal board may be reversed by the 
appeal board. 
The board’s action in all case» 
was taken after an impartial con­ 
sideration of each individual cas*-, 
and in many instances, where ex- 
emtion claims seemed 
not 
suffi­ 
ciently clear the board made pri­ 
vate investigation to verify or to 
determine the validity of the ex­ 
emption claims made. 
Circumstances under which men 
drafted must be accepted for ser­ 
vice or exempted 
therefrom 
are 
clearly set forth in rulings by the 
provost marshal general for the di­ 
rection of the exemption boards, 
and these rules have been adhered 
to as closely as was possible. 
There were among the 260 men 
called for examination a number 
who made no c laims for exemption. 
Those names in the list are preced­ 
ed by a star (*). 
All those men 
who were physically qualified were 
automatically accepted for service 
A few men who claimed no exemp­ 
tion and were anxious to serve were 
disqualified 
physically 
and 
are 
among the list of those exempted. 
In 
the 
list of exemptions the 
causes include dependent wives and 
children, dependent parents, physi­ 
cal disqualifications, previous en­ 
listm ent for military 
service and 
two or three 
cases 
of 
resident 
aliens. 
There also is a list of men who 
were transferred for examination 
and action by exemption boards at 
other points. 
In addition there is 
a small number of men who either 
had previously enlisted and failed 
to report for examination or could 
not be located. 
Those not located 
and not previously enlisted will, of 
course, be posted as selected men 
and upon failure to report for ser­ 
vice will be classed as deserters 
and if found will be dealt with ac­ 
cordingly. 
ri heir names have beeu sent to 
the district board at Joplin and to 
the United States district attorney 
at Kansas City, and if the men do 
not report within a certain length 
of time their names will be reported 
to the adjutant general at Wash­ 
ington, D. C.

John J. Knoepple, aged 50 years, 
died at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 


P. E, Hurley, 408 South Engineer 
avenue, at 5 o’clock Saturday morn­ 
ing . The death of this beloved man 
will come as a shock to his many 
friends, as it was very sudden. He 
had been in failing health for the 
past six years, during which time 
he was unable to work, but was up 
and around until a few hours pre­ 
vious to his death, which resulted 
from a hemorrhage of the brain.

report on the coal situation. 
At 
the federal trade commission the 
president went 
over 
the cost of 
producing coal. Tin* trend of the 
commission’s report was to urge 
the president to take over the sup­ 
ply and its distribution. 
The president will take some ac­ 
tion in 
the 
coal 
situation 
next 
week. 
He 
took away a mass of 
statistics on coal production costs 
and will go over them tomorrow’. 
TIis decision probably 
will be an­ 
nounced Monday. 
The president’* 
intention, it is said, 
is 
to reduce 
the prices not only 
at the mines, 
but of jobbers and retailers. The 
report indicates the operators can 
sell 
bituminous 
coal 
below

maximum of $3 and still make a 
handsome 
profit.

ton agreement, and they have been 
selling for any amount they could 
get.

Baris, August 18.—Major Gener­ 
al Pershing,

only by hard 
and 
forceful blows 
delivered by a well trained Ameri­ 
can army working in conjunction 
with the allied armies. 
“De ploring th** lukewarmness of 
the American people in regard to 
the war. General Pershing added: 
“Every man, 
woman 
and child 
should support the administration 
to arm and 
equip 
the American 
army and keep up its morale and 
that of the allied armies. This war 
will not be won 
by talk or sub­ 
scribing to the Red Cross. It can 
ae won only by striking hard and 
forceful blows. The American peo­ 
ple must come to a full realization 
of what the war means.”

ATTORNEY 
ARRESTED 


Charged With Violation of the Se­ 
lective Draft Law. 


Salem, Mo., Aug. 18.—G. C. Dal 
ton, an attorney, was arrested to­ 
day by a federal deputy marshal on 
a charge of violation of the draft 
law, by attempting to help persons 
to evade the draft. 
It is charged 
he sent letters through this terri­ 
tory suggesting that recipients need 
guidance in seeking exemption and 
offered his services for $15.

Wild ducks pre­ 
fer an altitude of l.SnO yards, o* 
a little over a mile. 
Lapwings >r 
tirwiis, maintain at all times an 
even greater altitude. French avia­ 
tors have met them at a height of 
2,150 yards.

While nearly 
ever''one

that wild ducks always flv in a 
single file behind th°ir leaders, it 
lias remained for the aviators to 
discover that the wild ducks exe­ 
cute every movement ' it It a sinful* 
taneousness and degree

perfectly trained military body in 
the world. 
If, for example, the lead duck 
chan ges the position of a wing in 
order to fly either higher h r lower, 
all of the others make the same 
movement with a degec 
of

cision that gives the impression 
that the tip* of the wings are nil 
attached to a wire and that the 
movement is made by the lead duck 
merely pulling a lever ¡hat con­ 
trols the rest.

A. building Síi tur day after-1 
noon at 2 o’clock, under supervision 
of ladies from St. Louis and Colum­ 
bia, who are sacrificing their time 
and money in the 
patriotic 
work 
which they ate undertaking. 
Mrs .Harrv Sneed, president of 
the Pettis County Homemakers’ as 
soeiation, presided at the meeting, 
introducing the speakers. 
George 
K. Andrews, agricultural commis­ 
sioner of the Missouri Pacific, who 
has charge of the special “Omaha” 
and who is accompanying the ladies 
on their tour, made the first ad­ 
dress and brought forth in his re­ 
marks the significance of the fact 
that for the first tinte in history 
the women are organizing for big 
construction work, aside from their 
individual work in the home. 
This 
calls for organizations other than 
ethetical ones, olitical and social. 
W »h men productive work, not ges­ 
tures, actuate their efforts, ami so 
must it be with the women in or 
ganizing their work in democratic 
spirit units. 
This has already be­ 
come evident, and the men are be­ 
ginning to notice and take interest 
in and respect such colossal work 
Which t lie women are undertaking, 
that of constituting a mighty engine 
that 
will 
furnish

strength for the men at the front. 
Mr. Andrews stated that just as the 
Slavs visited each separate tribe in 
ancient Russia to make peace and 
combine their strength when they 
anticipated

kings, so are the women visiting 
their sisters throughout the nation 
in an effort to withstay our ene­ 
mies. 
Mr. Andrews made a further inter­ 
esting statement when he said that 
the amount of food conserved by a 
ih ea tless and meatless day once a 
week in the Fnited States, would 
be enough if sent to Europe to feed 
for one year fourteen million peo­ 
ple. 
Mrs. Walter McNabb Miller, of 
Columbia, spoke in the interests of 
the Hoover pledge .discussing the 
present need for the women of the* 
country to consecrate themselves 
for the preservation of food and sup­ 
plies that their husbands, brothers 
and sweethearts might endure less 
suffering and hardships. 
The canning demonstration by 
the cold pack method was made bv 
Mrs. Robert Terry, of St. Louis. 
Miss Bab Beil, head of the exten 
sion department of the home eco­

Louis, treasurer for the women en­ 
gaged in this patriotic work, gave a 
short talk encouraging thf1 women 
and giving them 
inspiration

their new tasks. 
Miss Elizabeth Cueney, the very 
efficient secretary of the women’s 
committee of the state council of 
national defense, also accompanies 
the party and addresses the meet­ 
ings in aid of the full and complete 
organization of the state into town­ 
ship and county committees of the 
main body. 
Following the meeting the women 
of the food conservation party were 
taken 
for

around Sedalia . They left Sedalia 
Saturday night in their special car, 
returning to St. Louis, where they

1 nder the draft law the govern­ 
ment has the pow’er to require ev­

married years ago and are the sole 
support of dependent families, ña 
long as the government h<ys made 
no provision for the care of these 
dependents, it is natural that such 
drafted men should 
seek 
to pro­ 
tect their loved ones by staying at 
home. I am sure that if the con­ 
gress should promptly enact 
tlm 
pending wrar insurance hill, which 
makes definite 
allowance 
for the 
support of 
the 
dependent 
wives 
and children, fathers 
or mothers 
of our soldiers and sailors, claims 
for exemption on that score 
will 
cease. This is an imperative duty 
of the government. 
We can not 
deprive helpless womon and child­ 
ren of the support 
of 
the wrage 
earner by forcing 
him 
into 
the 
military service of the country un­ 
less 
the 
government substitutes 
itself as their support. 
Imagine the emotions of the man 
who is called 
into 
the military 
service of his 
country 
with full 
knowledge that his loved ones are 
left without means of support, and 
may be reduced to want unless the 
charity of the community in which 
they live comes to their relief. It 
w’ould be nothing less than a crime 
for a rich and jiist government to 
treat its fighting men so heartless­ 
ly, and to subject their dependent 
wives and children, who are un­ 
able to fight, to greater suffering 
than if they could fight. 
The morale of an army is as es­ 
sential to 
its 
effective 
fighting 
power as 
guns, 
ammunition and 
other instrumentalities of war. Of 
equal importance is the morale of 
the civil population, 
which must 
support the armies in the field. We 
can not have this essential morale 
unless the 
nation 
comforts 
the 
men in the ranks with the knowi­ 
edge that everything possible will 
he done for them and their fami­ 
lies, and renders the civil popula­ 
tion at home the assistance wiiich 
will make it most effective in up­ 
building the government and fight­ 
ing forces. 
The purpose 
of 
the war insur­ 
ance bill, now pending in the con 
gross, is to secure the future of 
America’s soldiers and sailors by 
insuring their lives and providing 
adequate 
compensations 
and 
in­ 
demnities for loss of life and Votal

proposed law’ w’ill be a b a d g e of 
h mor. 
When we drnff the wage earner 
we call not only him but the en­ 
tire family to the flag; the sacri­ 
fice entailed is nor divisible The 
wife and children, the mother, the 
father, are all involved in the sac­ 
rifice—they directly share the bur­ 
den of defense. They suffer just as 
much as the soldier, but in a dif­ 
ferent way, and the 
nation must 
generously discharge as a proud 
privilege the duty of maintaining 
them until the soldiers and sailors 
return from the war and resume 
the responsibilities. 
We have

vindicate America’s violated rights 
to restore peace and

pay of enlisted men in the army 
and navy is less than the wages

Mr. Kern was born in Howard 
county, a few miles from Kokomo, 
His father w’as a

and who was one of the pioneers 
of Howard county. He entered the 
State Normal 
school 
and 
after­ 
wards taught 
school 
in 
Howrard 
county. Later on he entered 
the 
University of 
Michigan 
and w*as 
graduated with high honors from 
the law school there. 
When he returned 
from college 
young Kern started the practice of 
law’ on his own hook and proved a 
success from the start. But How­ 
ard county 
w’as 
overw’helminglv 
republican and the young lawyer 
found his 
political 
road hard to 
travel. 
He wTas elected to the state sen­ 
ate in 1892. From 1897 to 1901 he 
was city attorney of Indianapolis. 
Tn 1900 he was nominated for gov­ 
ernor and made a great race for 
the 
democratic 
party 
against 
great odds, but was defeated. He 
was elected to the senate in 1910, 
and served 
until 
March 4, 1917, 
the last three years as democratic 
floor leader.

Forty-second is

Maj. Gen. W. A. Mann. 
A report was current today that 
sufficient shipping will 
be 
avail 
ible for forwarding tv.o divisions 
within the time fixed for the de­ 
parture of the Forty-second, and 
hat the Twrenty-sxth had been se- 
ected to go because it comes from 
compact area, and is composed, 
or the most part, of regiments of 
ligh 
rating, 
and 
representing 
states whose troops were left out 
of the composite division. 
The Forty-second division is be­ 
ing mobilized at Mineóla, L. I., 
under the new’ European standard, 
which requires that the strength 
of the individual 
infantry 
regi­ 
ments be increased more than 50 
per cent. The process necessitates 
the addition of some units not in­ 
cluded in the original order, for 
where one company of infantry, for 
instance, was to have come from 
any state,

men necessary. Thus hundreds of 
men have been tranrrfrrred to fill 
up the regiments selected to go.

of lives, are soldiers

take part in the active operations 
of modern battles, where quickness 
of movement and litheness of limb 
are absolute necessities. 
No mat­ 
ter what tin* nature 
of 
the 
soil, 
whether 
hard 
rock, 
quicksand, 
chalk or marshy land, these veter­ 
ans have overcome all difficulties 
and have succeeded in constructing 
formidable bomb-proof shelters all 
along the line of the front from th* 
North sea to the Swiss frontier un­ 
til at the present moment any fight­ 
ing unit arriving ’at almost any part 
of tin* line finds* a habitable dug- 
out awaiting it. 
ill** correspondent of ¡in* Asso­ 
ciated Press has seen and been in 
sidt* dozens of these subterraneail 
cities -for such they may he term 
ed— at 
many 
places, 
and, 
even 
where all the 
natural 
conditions 
art* difficult, has found tin* shelters 
commodious, well drained and well 
ventilated. 
In fcome cases a bat­ 
talion finds accommodation
